at the hands of his old rival. Mar- 
shal Rommel, isn't anything to lose 
sleep over, and he owes no apologies 
to anybody. 


As a matter of fact the British 


commander has come out of this 
early exchange with as good as a 
60-40 break in his favor. That figure 
Isn't of course an effort to put an 
exact appraisal on the situation, 
but merely emphasizes that he still 
has the better of the argument. 


The surprising thing isn't that 


Montgomery's hard-hitlng veterans 
of the desert -were partly dislodged 
by a fierce counter-attack at the 
coastal end of the Mareth line, but 
that they drove a hole into this Nazi 
defense in so short a time. These 
Mareth 
fortifications, 
which are 


known as the "Maginot line of the 
desert" 
because 
of their 
great 


strength, are ten miles deep and 
were heavily manned with Axis 
troops. In fact, this was the strong- 
est point in the entire line. 


English Tenacity 


Montgomery's tactics here were 


almost identical with those he em- 
ployed when he broke Rommel's line 
at El Alamein in Egypt and pre- 
cipitated the Axis rout which finally 
wound up in Tunisia. Now the line 
at El Alamein wasn't a patch on the 
Mareth line for strength. Yet Mont- 
gomery was something like a week 
in turning the trick, and there was 
hard fighting during that period. 
Thus there not only is no occasion 
for alarm, at yesterday's develop- 
ment, but it would have been more 
than passing strange if Rommel 
didn't counter-attack. The surpris- 
ing thing is that the English bull- 
dog has been able to retain a hold 
in the hell of fighting within the 
"devil's cauldron" around the dented 
line. 


However, while the Nazi marshal 


has partially resealed his ruptured 
defenses, a British column which 
Montgomery sent flying round the 
southern end of the Mareth line to 
Rommel's rear appeared to be going 
well. This column at latest reports 
was threatening El Hamrna, just 
west of Gabes. 


Faces Tight Trap 


Thus Rommel, while still full of 


ideas and fight, remains in a tight, 
spot. And his troubles aren't by any 
means centered in Montgomery, for 
our General Patton's fast moving 
columns, operating from Galsa as a 
base, are thrusting periously close 
to the coast and threaten to cut 
Rommel's communications with Nazi 
General Von Amim to the north. 


As a matter of fact there are in- 


creasing signs that General Patton 
and his boys may prove to be the 
key to the Nazi marshal's downfall. 


Were it not for Patton, Rommel 


would be free to devote his energy 
to Mongomery and might fight a 
delaying action over a considerable 
period at the Mareth line, despite 
superior enemy forces. The moment 
Patton reaches the coast, however, 
the marshal is bottled up. with 
battles to fight both front and rear. 


Rommel has been showing clear 


recognition, of this American men- 
ace by hurling heavy counter-at- 
tacks, with massed tanks, at our 
force in the sector at El Guetar. 
Allied airmen have been doing yoe- 
men's work here in waging war on 
the Axis tank corps, and a consider- 
able number of tanks were knocked 
out in yesterday's fierce clashes.

vious year. Pointing out that the 
needs of the armed forces for meat 
must be met first, Reiker claimed 
rationing was necessary because the 
demand for meat is 12 per cent j 
greater than the supply. Cheese de- 
mand is 23 per cent higher than 
supply and fats and oils demand Is 
17 per cent higher than the amount 
allocated for civilian use. 


Point Adjustments 


Meat rationing . will be a little 


more "elastic" than the processed 
food rationing, it was stated. Deal- 
ers will be able to give "change" in 
one point stamps if the amount of 
meat purchased is less than the 
value of the stamp offered. 


Meat dealer's will be protected 


under rationing for loss of meat 
through dehydration and cutting, 
they were told. The meat markets 
will buy their products from one 
chart at a lower point value, so long 
as they are buying in bulk, than the 
points asked for resale. The differ- 
ence in points will take care of the 
loss in meat, it was stated. Special 
regulations to allow dealers to re- 
cuperate in points if any meat spoils 
are also being set up, it was stated. 


Farmers who slaughter for their 


own use are urged to be "patriotic 
enough to share the sacrifice with 
the city folks," although they need 
not surrender stamps for their own 
meat. 


Build "Working Capital"

meat packing industry today want- 
ed to get across one fact to the pub- 
lic—meat comes from livestock, not 
from ration books, and the estab- 
lishment of point values will not of 
itself guarantee the amount of meat 
available. 


Estimates of how much meat you 


can get if you use your points in this 
or that manner are all highly theo- 
retical—you may have the points, 
but the question is will the butcher 
have the meat? 


During April the government will 


take between 30 and 80 per cent of 
all meat produced in Federally in- 
spected packing plants. The small-

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Horst Strikes At "Unjustified Belief" That Most Food Money Goes To Farmer 


CLAIMS FOOD IS 
NOT CHIEF ITEM 
IN LIVING COSTS 


Harrisburg, March 25 (AP) — 


Miles Horst, Pennsylvania secretary 
of agriculture, declared today that 
consumers have an unjustified be- 
lief that money spent for food "rep- 
resents in large part a return to the 
farmer." 


Asserting food prices are not the 


controlling factor in the over-all rise 
in living costs, Horst cited Federal 
Department 
of 
Labor 
statistics 


which show the average non-farm 
family, with an annual income of- 
$1,856, spent $688 in 1920 for all 
foods and that last year with an 
income of $2,322 the same family 
spent only $505 for food. 


"In other words," Horst said, "the 


cost of all food as a percentage of 
income in 1920 was 37 per cent com- 
pared with 22 per cent last year—- 
the lowest on record. This means 
that for all food, less than one- 
fourth of the income is spent and 
only slightly less than one-sixth of 
the income is spent for the most 
•widely used food items." 


The secretary asserted "statistics 


show that on the basis of 58 selected 
food items, at no time since 1913 
has the farmer's share of the retail 
value of those items been above 55 
per cent. His share has been as 
low as 42 per cent—the average 
for the years from 1935 to 1939." 


He added: "This means that when 


the annual family purchases of the 
58 selected items totaled $423 the 
farmer received $234 of that amount, 
the difference going into the costs 
of processing and distribution."

Ramspeck (D-Ga), the majority 
whip, after a canvass of Democratic 
members, predicted the House would 
pass a pay-as-you-go bill cancelling 
a substantial poition of a year's tax 
liability but not going so far ai> the 
Ruml proposal. 


Two plans loomed large in the 


compromise maneuvers. They would: 


1. Abate the six per cent normal 


a*xJ»43-per--cent first bracket surtax 
on the 1942 income of all taxpayers. 
This would wipe out the last year's 
liability completely for 90 per cent 
of the taxpayers, give substantial 
reductions to others and put virtually 
all on a current basis. This plan, 
originated by Rep. Robertson (D-Va) 
has oeen presented to the House by 
Rep.

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Horst Strikes At "Unjustified Belief" That Most Food Money Goes To Farmer 


CLAIMS FOOD IS 
NOT CHIEF ITEM 
IN LIVING COSTS 


Harrisburg, March 25 (AP) — 


Miles Horst, Pennsylvania secretary 
of agriculture, declared today that 
consumers have an unjustified be- 
lief that money spent for food "rep- 
resents in large part a return to the 
farmer." 


Asserting food prices are not the 


controlling factor in the over-all rise 
in living costs, Horst cited Federal 
Department 
of 
Labor 
statistics 


which show the average non-farm 
family, \vith_an annual income of 
$1,856, spent $688 in 1920 for all 
foods and that last year with an 
Income of $2,322 the same family 
spent only $505 for food. 


"In other words," Horst said, "the 


cost of all food as a percentage of 
income in 1920 was 37 per cent com- 
pared with 22 per cent last year— 
the lowest on record. This means 
that for all food, less than one- 
fourth of the income is spent and 
only slightly less than one-sixth of 
the income is spent for the most 
widely used food items." 


The secretary asserted "statistics 


show that on the basis of 58 selected 
food items, at no time since 1913 
has the farmer's share of the retail 
value of those items been above 55 
per cent. His share has been as 
low as 42 per cent—the average 
for the years from 1935 to 1939." 


He added: "This means that when 


the annual family purchases of the 
58 selected items totaled $423 the 
fanner received $234 of that amount, 
the difference going into the costs 
of processing and distribution." 


Walker Asks Cooperation 


Chairman James Walker of the 


United States Department of Agri- 
"cinture's State War board today 
urged P e n n s y l v a n i a livestock 
slaughterers and dealers to coop- 
erate in making the new meat man- 
agement program effective. 


Walker asked slaughterers and 


dealers to apply for permits from 
the various county USDA War 
boards which he said were able to 
explain all details of the plan. 


The order, designed to wipe out the 


meat black market, makes it neces- 
sary for all persons who slaughter 
meat for sale and all livestock dealers 
to obtain a permit by Aprill or cease 
operations. No fee may be charged 
for the permits. 


"Health Menace" 


"For meat rationing to be suc- 


cessful," Walker declared, "it is 
imperative that none of the supplies 
by-pats the rationing program. It 
is.important that all areas receive 
their fair share of existing supplies. 
If proper distribution is not made, 
ration coupons will become worth- 
less in shortage areas." 


The chairman pointed out meat 


purchased outside legal channels 
"may present a health menace since 
many of the black marketers are 
not operating under inspection." 


He cited experiments at the Penn- 


sylvania State college which proved 
that, on general farm crops, applica- 
tions of six tons per acre gave a 
return of about a dollar more per 
ton than when spread at the rate 
of 10 tons per acre. 


Largest Cash Return 


Light applications make it pos- 


sible to cover more acres and to 
manure them more frequently. The 
more crops which receive manure j 
the less need there is for mixed and 
more expensive fertilizer. 


Rumler pointed out the first crop 


after application of manure gets 
the most benefit, adding that corn 
makes good use of manure but if 
applied on sod the rear ahead of 
corn it will often double the hay 
crop and greatly help the corn which 
follows. 


High value crops, like potatoes or 


tobacco, will give the largest cash 
return from manure: but much 
straw manure just before plowing for 
potatoes is not advisable, the agent 
said.
